The Want of Time, 
of Books, and AITillance, in 
this my Retirement, make me 
very uncapable of ^ Under- 
taking.

Hulls. 
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Without ferther Ceremonies or Introdufti- 
on, according to my Apprehenfion, when 
we enquire into the Authority and Nfiture of 
ParUtmentf, our Thoughts fhould be raifed a- 
bove an Prejudice and Particularities ; we 
Jhould not conceive of them , as of Ibme 
Creature form'd and nouriflit undei" this or that 
Conftitution, but have a Notion as targe and 
general , as is that of Government or Civtt 
Society. 

We mult not be confiti'd to the Writers of 
this or that Age, or Countrey ; but confult 
the Univerfal I'^alba and Senfe of Human 
kind, where Civil Government has brcn ex- 
ercifed. 

Much lefs is any particular Profeffion or 
fi w ft io n of Wr i ter s , to be the otrif Aetbcw^ 

of Credit with us, in this Enquiry. 

Our Knowledge muft be ibmetbttg digelt-* 
ed ; and an impartial Refult from a CoiUide- 
ration of all, as well Times and Comttries, a 
Writers and Cuftwns. 

ThsCivilians, with their BttrtoUu and B^ldtUj 
WCTiot to didtate to us on this Occalioti. Thefe 
Were bred out of the Corruption oi the Ro-- 
m,m Liberty i and were Inltrumenls of Servi- 
tude from the beginning. Their work was, 
by hook and crook, to rap and bring all hikWt 
the Emperor's Power; that was their Study, 
that 



tiiat their ProTtnce- But they were always 
ignoraot of the Praftices of better Times, aod 
stter Strangers to the jult Rights of a fr«- 
Pmk i their Rules and their MajiiojE were, in 
efed, no other, than fo many Stripes, fi> 
inafly Marks, aad Items of Slavery to the 
Sab\e&s. 

Then for the Municipd Lawyers of every 
^Jfetion , they alfo are educatol under too 
^rrow a DiipenJatkHi to think jullly ia the^ 
matters. 

The Letter is the Sphere where they fliow 
flieir Adivtty, eveu, fometimes, to the prc- 
verting and turning it againfl: the Re^boand 
Intentionsof the Legiflator. i 

Their fmall Niceties, aad their Subdetjes, 
and their Inferences, are too fine drawn to 
"bear or fupport a matter of this Weight and 
Circwnfcrence. 

Their Dedo^ons and ArgumentatkuH muft 
ever be taken with iome Grains of allowance ; 
the Caufc here requires odier Forms and Con- 
iiderat«MTs. We are not tofikk m the Letter^ 
l>ut go tt> the FoitiuUtufi , to the lafide aa4 
jRflenceof things- 

By their Acquaintance with theCaftonjfiand 
Laws, they may aid and direct, but not over- 
rule i they may apply their Obfervationt to 
ftT <a^ tr^F ti \U Fundftojestal l^lQn, but arc 



not to perplex and fubvert the ^orm ef Ga- 
vernment- 

■ My Lord Coht tells us, Parliament is deri- 
Vtd from Parltr U mtnt , i- e. from f^eakmg the 
Mind. He might as boneftly have taught us 
that Firmnment is Firma mentis^ a Farm for the 
Mind ; or Fundament, the Bottom of the Mmd. 

My Lord Coh^ how Iat;e ibever otherwife, 
in Pari lament- houle is of no more Authority 
than Thomas ytqidmU' 

And take him from his ordinary Element^ 
his Reafons arc many times as ridiculous as his 
Etymologies. 

Then for the Holy Scripture \ the Dcfign 
of it is no more to teach us Politicks, than to 
make us Philofophers. 

^Ws Dial is no Precedent for our Time 
or Meafures \ nor may the Theocracy of the 
Jews authorize us to fet up for King Jefw- 

Our Blefied Saviour did not diftinguiih 
whether Cafar demanded Tribute, as Tribune 
and Servant of the People ; and whether the 
Soman Empire remained ftill Democratiealy (as 
Cxfar pretended) or was Mmiarehicdj as, la 
cffea, itprov'd. 

The Holy Gholt neither altei'd the Com- 
plexion, nor reiin'd the Educudon V but a 
Sbepbcfd 



fchepherd, notwithilanding tfie Oracles he de- 
^pvered, continued tlie fame in other circum- 
■featices, as if he never liad been infpiv'd. 

W In like manner, whcre-cver Chrijl is Freacli- 
fed, the Soiil-laving Dodrine in no wile opc- 
I rates npon the Policy of Civil Conftitutions ; 
■ but leaves thofc Afiairs to be influcnc'd by 
Itheir ordinary Prudence and Difcretion. 

I Whether it be fbme particular Generofity 
bji our Nature, that renders us impatient of 
Klavery : Or, whether the Temperatcnelsof 
Ithe Climate inclines us to a Moderation m our 
r Government : Or, whether it may be fome 
I fevonrable Afpeft of the Planets, (as Ptelamey 
I would perfwade us) that difpolcs Europe to 
I the Lovi of Liheriy. 

I So far as any Record or Hillory can inform 
s. us. That Arbitrary and unlimited Dominati- 
i on (fo femiliar in the Eaftern parts of the 
I' World) amone,tt us did always fliew uncouth, 
land to be ftarcd upon no lefs than their Ele- 
■■pbants. And indeed to us feem altogether in- 
■Conlillent with a Civil People. 

I And it can be no more the buJinefs of the 
I Gofpel to reconcile us to that Yoke, than it is 
I to emafculatc our Complexion and Nature, 
I to change the Temper of our Climate, or to 
fturo our Stars from their Courfe.

jiH Power u fram God, and, wc art to he fjJ>- 
je^ to the Higher Powers ■, ihis all conlent to, 
this is Doflnne alike true in HaHat/d as xl 
FrancCy at renke as at Conftuntim^le. 

But where thi5 high Power and Spveraignty; 
reftSj in whom 'tis lodged, this is a Point noE 
fo obvious : Nor can the S. S. or Holy patheR 
any way help us in the Difcovci-y. 

The Cultoms and particular Laws of every 
Nation, are only capable to db-eft us in tl^ 

Scrutiny. 

Obedience is as much a Puty , and Re^ 
fcellion as black a Sin where tlie People art 
King, as where a fmgle Pcrlbn has the Sqj 

veraign Sway. 

The Title of King, Momrchj or Emferor^ 
the Scefter^ the Crown, the Royd Throne, witj 
a!] the Robes and Pomps, and Badges of So. 
Veraignty ; and tlie Precedence before other. 
Chriftian Kings, have the Shadow of MajeJly, 
Lnt have none of the Subltance, as Bodifi tru| 
obfcrvcs. 

The Citfars were never fbabfblute, as when 
the Senate had the Show, and the Name of alj. 
But afterwards when their Power declin'd, 
rtien did their Shadows lengthen , and their 
Titles fwell beyond all Sobriety and Propor- 
tpn.

The French Partiameuts in their Scarlet Robes j 
know none of that Savemign Power which their 
plain Anccflors fb long had exercifed in their 
Grey 'Jackets. 

The Fontificatibies and TormMity^ derogates 
from the Antiquity and Independency. And 
tyVff Hovfe ofCommom may fcem in a manner, 
(if I may fo lay) to have committed fome kind 
ofSolecifm, in taking a Mace to be carry'd be- 
fbre themi but that their Simplicity and Plain- 
ncfi otherwife fnfficiently demonftrates them 
the truSj fincercy orighiAl-, fundameritd Common 
Cotoicilj conftituced and form'd before Forms 
and pageantries andFopperiesobtain'd in our 
Englifli World. 

For Badge and Ornament they had Jufiter's 
Scepter; which f/iifo interprets to be, not a 
,Hft SitttDon, or glittering engraven Things hui^ 
fhe Laws and Legijlative Power- . 

Homer has taught the World to call Kings 
Paftors of the People. We commit not the 
Charge of our Cattle to any one of the Herd ; 
nor for our Sheep do we chiife one out of the 
Flock to be their Shepherd ; but let over 
thera a more excellent lortof Animal, fome 
Man is appointed for the Neatherd, and for 
tiie ShephCTd, to gpvern and take the Charge 
of drcm.

Now fince, for the Conduct and Sway over 
Men , the World is not fiivniAit with any 
Species more noble than Man, Art fupplies 
what was wanting in Nature; an artificial Man 
is fram'd, a FolitickCreature,a King tliat never 
dies, that can do no wrong, that cannot be 
deceived, whofe Councils and Determinations 
are the Refult of the joynt Experience and 
Wifdom of a whole Nation. 

Now whether tliis Artificial, may be call'd 
a mixt fort of Government, as Jhc Ailticnts ima- 
giS'd. Or that it be originally, clFentiaUy, 
and fiirtdamentally a Democracy^ Monarchical 
in the Admioiltration, as BodinanA our Mo- 
dern Politicians feem to underftand. This 
certainly is the Goverrimtm that always has ob- 
tain'd in Europe \ and that which all, amidft 
their Commotion^, Di [tract ions, and Con- 
viilllons, in Ibnle manner or other, with 
more or lefi Succefi and Perfection, have 
tended to, as the Center, and only Hate of 
Refi. 

If therefore the lem had dejired a King 
after the manner of the Eurofe^s, their Im- 
portunity peradventure might not have been 
fo provoking to the Almighty , and we (hould 
have fonnd another kind of Catalogue of their 
foir Qualities, than that delivei-ed us by the 
Prophet. For however their j^fian or Af-ic-tn 
"Neighbours might have domineer'd it, and, 
blufterM ; a calmer Gale was always wont to

- breath amongft ns in Europe. And (God be 
tliankt) we are many degrees Northern La- 
■titude from 0^ the King of Bajhan, and the 

Xandsof thofe other Giants, jimdtkUtSy and 

'TUlifimes. 

The firft Writers amongft ns had their I- 

maginations fo overborn with the txctUency of 
■Kijigfy Gavcnimerit, that they fancied in Hea- 
ven Jufiter to be the King of the Gods. And. 
yet they thought the Common Council fon&- 
cellary and cllentia], that Homer reprefents e- 
■ yea Jupiter, upon a great occalion, calling his 
'it£r liytflir^ his Parliamtrit of the Gods. 

1 have heard Divines obferve (bmcthiiig of 
this kind, as figured of God Almighty from 
thoft words. Let m make Aiun. Thoft words 
■in the plural number to them feemed to im- 
port, tu if God fummon'd a Parliament of the 
Trinity, to confult upon that ai'duous aflair. 

Our Chriltian Poets have taken the fame 
Liberty, and fancied this, as an Image of 
fGreatnefs, where could be no Acccffion to the 
Wifflcm and Omnipotence. 

But again. Homer (whom riato in his Book 
if Laws, mentions as a Prophet, and one who 
reveals thole ihing'^ conqcvning Government, 
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10 tift antiquity, |&ott)ci;an& 

by Infpiration, which are not by humane 
Knowledge to be attaiti'd) to (hew the utmoft 
Inhumanity and Barbarity of thcQ/clopfei and 
their Government, tells m^They neither held Pot' 
Hainents for Couficil-, nor had Right. 

He joyns Piir/wffjfKr and Right, a? of late days 
Caicciardine does Tarlitimtnt and Liberty \ as it 
fc^liametit, Rig^i and Liberty^ were to ftand 
and'feU together. 

And indeed amonglt the Greeh, how many 
Perfons, excellent otherwife, have been bran- 
ded for Tyrants and Monfters, and madeo- 
dioustoall Polberity, becaufe theyatFefted a 
more lingular and unbounded Power than was 
confiftent with the Cultoms and Conltitutions 
of their Country ? 

Nor was this Policy lefs known or praftic'd 
by the Latines. None of the antient Kings 
(iiltdy and Rome exercis'd other Government 
than by parliamenr, till Tarqvin the Proud, 
with much Stratagem and Artifice, attempted 
a new way ^ but how fetal did he find that In- 
novation ? 

Afterwards that the Cafars ufnrped the 
Empire, when their Power was the highelt , 
rhey afiefted to have al! done in the Name of 
the People add Senate. Ntqm tam p^rvum ijnic- 
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>j iicijuc ram mi^num fMid privdiifjue negett* i 
a ven ad Patres Conftriftas rcferrebtuur. 

And ootwithftanding the autient Liberty 
Ijand Government was fo run down ■, yet, oa 
I ibme occafionSjthe Authority of the Senate would 
I te exerting it felf. 

They declared Ntro an Enemy of the State, > 
Land their Sentence had its effeft. 

Nor could (the Delight of Humane kind ) 
"TituSy though ftj far engaged in Love and Ho- 
\ nour, item the Authority of the Senate, in fa-, 
■vour of his dear Berenice j but was forc"d to . 
"diirai£ her, becaufe they forbad the Bans. 

And in effect, the Power of the Senate once , 
cone, that of the Emperors fignified litrk ^ 
the giddy Souldieri broke all Rules and Mea- 
fiires. They mutiny'd, and made and unmade 
Emperors, wliere, and when, and whom they 
had a mind to. So that the Emperor was' 
_ pnly Tenant at will to the Army. 

I Our Botchers of Hiftory, /hew a jolly Suct 
l^elfioaofMonarchsoiitheir Hie fov Srittun in 
I thofe days. But Cdfar^s Commentaries are ofi 
I much better Credit, whoreprefeots the Go-. 
I vei'ument of Gaul and Britain^ as muchwhat the 
k lame in his time ; fays he oi Britain jSummaIm~-i 
mjeriihellitptt admimfirmidiCommviiiCoufdio fermiffet 
%tit CA^tvellmoj &c The chief Command and 
lpniduiioftheWar,wasbytheComraoQCounTi 
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cil committed to C.i(fivclUtri. Compare thefc 
words witSi what he writes of the Cauls, f. 7. 
Re in CotJtroverfiam tiedaSfa totius GallU ConfUhm 
Sibra^e i/jdicitttr, eodem convemimt undiipie fre~ 
attntes multinidlncs, fuffr^iis res ptrmitiitar, ad 
tt^un omres Verctvgentorigem ^robarit Jmferatortm.

Nor (s their Uniformity fo Grange, confl- 
dering the Authority of the Druids^ and their 
Corrcfpondence in both Nations. 

Wlien the EngUfi and French carac fi'om Ger- 
mduy to people Britain and Caul^ the (Jerma^'^ 
Liberty and moderate Sway were tranfplanted** 
tvith them; and IVill the Common Council ha9j| 
the main ftroke in all weighty Affairs \ for to« 
that Pohcy had they been educated. M

■ When thei-efore the Frcach under Warammd. 

mrr Tharamand, came to Settle and Mix with, 
the GftuU, whatever other Diflerences migbt 
happen, in pojat of Government they were a- 
grecd beforehand, both refting upon the iame 
fafis the Common Council. 

Accordingly , in thofe firft days , we find 
them making their King3, and again upon oc- 
calion mmaking them by general Conftnt. 
Hence eome thofe Phrafes fo frequent \nAi- 
moinujy Si^ebertf Engenhardus ^ and the other 
Writers of thofe times- Confenfu Francorum, 
Ele£fione Frttticorum^ Secundum Mortm Francorumj 
in tttgem eleihs, &c. On tlie other hand, Fraud 
a deturhant , a Francis repadiatur^ depofitui ac 
ifusyin.monafitrium detrufus eli, a Frartcii in 
tmhunt tonfuratur^ &c. Where we may 
te, that our Authors intend by their per 
ancosy as much as per confeafum Francorum, 
ftcttuduni marnn Francorum, which is, by the 
irmn Council^ and not in any unufual, muti- 
and tumultuous way, as (bme nright

Nor are we toimaE;ine the Government pre- 
lently altered, (b often as we find the Hiftori- 
ans varying their Phrafe. We mult now and 
then be content with fuch words as the Monh 
of thofe times were pleafed to coin for lis, and 
have new barbarous Names for the fame old 

Civil Confiitiaion. 

Whether they fpeak of Gertnavy, of the 
French^ or of our Nnuon^ they indilftrently di- 
verfifie, and employ for the ikmc Cammon Af- 
femhly-, amongft others, the Appellations and 

Circumlocutions following ; 

Sometimes they call it Curitt^ and Curia Im- 
perialism and Curia RcgaliSj Curia falenmj centra- 
lis Curiaf magna Curia.

Duces, Patres., &c. imported no more t 
Truth, nor itt^nified other manner of Ma 
than the very fame with popaim 

And the fame Afiembly, by one Writt 
bardy called PofHtits , or Omvemm popxli . 
by another ftylcd Conventtu frocerum, ComientA 
prmcifxm, &c- which thole Terms /ccaff' 
Tmrcm^juKta Morcm,Kiore Jolemi, Ht folehaff H 
folly ilemonftTate :, which feems to refer i 
feodas^cSito T^itftSj ConfMlmt de majorik 
tu^rj-. T8 
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r- This I rathci- note , becaiife 1 find Mr. 
Tcny (amongft many other his excellent Me- 
morials) obferving the like in old Records of 
Parliament, where thofe fomewhere called 
Tafulut and Vt^Kf, and the Commons^ are o- 
rhcrwhiles dignified with the gay Additions 
of Nebte^ Mo} NoUt , Mofi HtufirioHf, Moft 
Gracieui Seigniors^ Aionfelgniorsy and Sires the 
Commons- 

And liiiewilc for that ibme unwary and 
fuperficial Readers from this Root have pro- 
pagated and improved many Errors of per- 
licious confequence to our ancient and Funda- 
Ual Policy and Government. 
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The frxnch incorporating and growing one 
People with the former Inhabitants, had a 
mucheafier Pi-ovincc; they fettled, andpur- 
fncd their Native CuIl:oms and Form s of Go- 
vernment, nov met with that DifRculty and 
Oppofition which in this Nation attended the 
Efiglijh and Saxens. Tliefe had a much harder 
Game to Play. Thefe could in no wife fix, 
or find any furc footing, without firft clearing 
their way, and driving the Brltalns up "by 
themfelves, into a Corner of the Land. 

And after much tumbling and buftic, wc 
find them formed into an Heftayxhy. 

How regularly they raov'd, as to Civil 
^^fairsy how clolely they followed their 
Country 
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Country Cuftoms, or v/here they innovated aA 
varied from their German Forms and Po- 
licy, in thoft dark Times, is hard to 1 
traced. 

Some Footfteps however appeared then! 
which remained to Pofterity, astheDiviCtS 
of the Country into Hmidredi, aftertheGw 
man manner dcfcribcd by Tmicus. Befides til 
other Royalties in the People, as that of An 
pointing Sheriffs, andChiiiing Ainuai Mag 
ftrates, the JurifdiBion and Power of Life . 
Death by our Juries, &c^ ">! 

,And even before all came united under one-l 
Monarch, we find the People interpofing their 
Authority , and ( for the Mifcarriages of 
Queen ESur^a) providing that thereafter, 
^oQueenfiiailftt hy the King, nor have the Title.n'

When the People and Senate of Jfome ha( 
fransfcrred all their Right upon Charles t\A 
Gresl 
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5reat (ov0?arUmam, as the French call him) 
md Germany was made the Seat of the 
yVeftern Empire, one might think, tf there 
:ould be an opportunity of introducing a new 
Form of Policy , this was the Time. Yet 
Charles fo Victorious, fo Aiiguft, fo Great, the 
Like in no Age before him or fince ever known 
on this fide the j^lps, notwithftanding all that 
Power and Fortune, and the Imperial Crown 
that adorn'd him, his Language was ftill the 
high German., and his Government did ftill, 
in the Old parliamentary way, go on and proC- 
per. 

Therefore we find him every year with 
Ins Parhitment.

Amongft tlie Fallacies and Clicats ofStafe, 
Tfrhereby the Rich Men may impofe upon the 
Poorer (bit, and worm them out of all their 
Share in the Government, Arifiatle reckofis 
thefe : Tk^t it be Penal far the Rich to he abfcnt 
from the Common Cmncils , to refufe hein^ in 
O0ce, to ■wantj or omit the Exercife of Arms, 
not to ferve upon Juries, &C. But tht Voertr 
fart may nfe their T)ifcfetion^ it pjoll nut hi Pi- 
nal to them \ they may chufe -whether or no they 
wiS be prefect in Cammoti Cd-uncil, bear Opce^ 
be at the Ch.irge of Arms anil Traim^ , be 
imfxtinelCd upon Juries^ &c. In thefe Cafes, 
this fpecious Liberty fouls and bewitches 
them -. for fo long as no Reftraint is upon 
them, and they arc not excluded of (lighted, 
or difrefpefted any way in the matter, they 
rather follow their private occafioas at home, 
and the Bnfmefs of their Families. And thus 
by degrees is the Commonwealth and Go- 
vernment changed. And that is eflcfted by 
Art and Trick , which openly and fairly 
could never have been bi-oiight to pafs. 

We need not think that the Germans Were 
over-reached by any the like SophiRry aed 
deceitful Laws ■, but 'tis likely, that to maiiy 
it was fnfRcient, that it lay in their Choice 
whether tliey would ad or no i and in tliat 
^fCHrity many lat down: Some could not 
D 2 ' wnvenientlv 
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conveniently fpare Tirtie from their Families i 
fome were indifFcrent which way the World 
went ', ibrne could not part from their dear 
Delights, their Pots and their Hounds-, and 
fome ftaid at home, becaufe they could not 
make that Show, and appear in a Pomp and 
Equipage like their Neighbours. By reafon 
ofthefe, and a many the like Confiderations, 
together with a general Degeneratenfs, Su- 
pinenefs, and Negleft of the Publick, the 
Aiftirs of State became abandoned , and 
Ihuffled into a very few Hands i infomucl 
that few, befides thofe called the Sevn Eii 
Hors, made any great Figure, or much IgS 
bour'd in that Sphere. 

But thofe Seven werefuffered, from time i| 
time, by a filent Ufurpation, to manage i 
till infenfibly it grew ipto a Cuftom. 

So that (under Charles the Fourth, whi , _ 
the Privileges and Rights of every body" 
came to be ftated, and reduced, by General 
CenfcTitj into a Standing LawJ in the begin- 
ning of the Golden Bull, this Miniftry of t" 
Seven EleUors is faid to be an Ancient , 
leiidahte Cufiom- 

Some will have thpfe Eleftors to be a Com 
mitteeofthe whole Empire, and that (the]„ 
being one King, one Duke, one Marquefij^' 
with the Churchmen) all the feveral Orders 
in the Empire are reprefented by tiiem i and 
confcmiently that their A61 is virtually the 
Ad of the Empircr " 13ut 
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W But it feems more reafoiiable , that this 
Tort of a.\\ Anjtocracy fjiran^ up to over-lop 
the Ancient and more popular Goverament, 
by the Negligence or Inadvertency of the 
other Orders i who were fatisfied in feeing 
the Emperor thereby effeftaaily held within 
Coinpafs, and had no Care or Conftdei-atioo 
^ther. 

■pFor gll their Fears and Apprehenfions had

About the fame time, in Engliind alio, the 

fcld Laws and Policy ran a dangerous Rilque 

"from an Inundation of Arbitrary Power, that 

threatned to break down all the ancient Banks 

and Barrien.

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For the Normans having come amongft us 
partly by Confent, partly Perforce, puft up and 
.wanton with their new AcquifitionsandSwinge 
of Fortune, they could not well be kept with- 
in Bounds. Now and then Speeches of Cm- 
^uefi and hUding by the Sward, and the like Bug- 
titles , were bandy'd to and fro among the 
giddy Courtiers, with now and then a Sally 
and Inroad upon the People, and trampling 
Property under-foot. 

Thefe Infolences and Invafions kept the 
Mation awake, and put thetn upon their 
•guard, to wait an oppotunity whereby their 
ancient Rights and Cuftoms might be reduced 
into Form, and folemnly recogniz'd by fuc- 
cceding Kings in the GrMt Charter. 

Thus was the Cockatrice cmflied in the 
Egg ; and an early ftop put to Arbitrap 
Sway in England \ and the Government I ' 
turned to its old C^xitex o^ Parlinmejits zyCvL 

Ctrmcmy in this junfturc , lay moft op 
and cxpofcd. The Emperor, Lard of the Wsri 
and Hs^ of the Nations, Succeffor to tho! 
Ctfars that had broken down all Forms an 
Fences, fo that Liberty and Property 
wafte every way before them- 

Thefe owed all Power to the Snw<^. 
Irmerial Crown, the Lqx rcgia, the whole Boi 
aad Body of the Civil Law, where wholly anr 
entire]^ 



entirely their own proper Creature ; and 
what more might be dcvifed to make a Prince 
unlimited, uncontroulable , great , and bar- 
barons, and render him a Cyclifs or a Levia- 
thofi? 

kiat the' Reiult was, the Cufi-omt Liberties 
the Cermani were ftr more ancient and 
more Sacred to them, than any New Song that 
the Civilians could teach them. 

Therefore ail this long Rattle of Imperial 
Prerogrtive only alarm'd them, and made 
them provide the better for their Security. 

And as their Danger was the molt threat- 
ning, and arm'd with ftronger Titles and 
Pretcnfions than other NatioASi fo have 
they with more Care fought their Prefer- 
vation. And the Golden ff«fl with them, was 
framed, and had the fame Efieft as Mitgna 
Cbitrta with us i which they flrrengthen, and 
make Supplements to upon occafion, accor- 
ding as the Emperors abufe their Power, or 
thatTricltsaredevifed, undercoloiir of the 
Letter, to elude the honefb Intention of that 
FimdMnental Lav and Co»fliwtian. 

Thus we fee it true, ia refpeft of Sove-' 
raigiis,. as wnlias Snbjefts, That EwV M.ift- 

! arcthc Ca\xkof Guod a.adlVbolfome Laws- 

iThefVwei'have no Golden BmS-, nor Ma^ 
%itr/to-trti peradventure, becaufe no King 
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of theirs had thofePretenfions of Conquell, 
as the Normans here ; nor had that Imperial 
Title of the Sword, and the Civil Laws, as 
the C^farsj to tranfport them beyond the 
Bounds of Moderation and Reafon. 

Which put them upon other Meafures, 
and gave them opportunity, Itep by flep, 
flily, infenfibly, and furely, to effect what 
more openly could never have fucceeded. 

As in the Fable, the Storm and Violence 
of the Wind could not force the Traveller's 
Cloak from him ; but the Sun, coming fi- 
lently upon him, diflblves him prefently, 
makes him unbutton, andftrips him of all. 

Noifi: and Blufter make tile People the 
more obltinate and tenacious. But things 
remote aWcGt them not. ■ They never fee 
Confequences, nor lay ought to Heart that 
is not immediately prefent before their 
Eyes. 

If anything now and then, in the courfe 
of their King's Reign, happen'd that was 
Ihocking, alt was lookt u\ioa as fome perio- 
ral and accidental Slip only, without Foun- 
dation for Continuance, or without giving 
Jealoufifi of being repeated toPofterity. 

About an hundred years after Maniii Char- 
ts was eftablinied, was that Projea of the

But the Euglrfli Arms gave check to their 
wanton Career, and for a long time diverted 
them from purfuing that Defign, or bringing 
it to any Head. 

However this New Ajfemhly and Vlce-Par- 
liameTtt was cultivated and improved daily. 
They alTumed all the Power,theY confulted and 
determined the Weighty Afairs j and, in cafe 
the King offered any Violence to the Laws, 
they encountered and oppos'd his Exorbitant 
Courfes ; they lay before him his Coromtien- 
Oath, aad ply'd him with Remenfirame upon 
XemtnfirMce, till they brought him to Rea- 
ibn. 

Neither War nor Alliance could be made, 
nor could any his EdiB or Command have ef- 
feft, till Ratified and Approved by them. 

So that, to the unwary Multitude, theft 
ierv*d the Turn as well ; thefe were as effe- 
dtuai and fufficient, and more ready and ex- 
peditious than the Great Old Parlisment. 

But afterwards came new-fathioned Kings 
to reign, who would not be overcome by Kia- 
fons and RtmonfirtmceS' 
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AiTd yet, then alfo was a formal Comply- 
ance of this Parliament thought necelTaryv 
and, as an Expedient, when not fatisfy'd fai 
Conjcicnce that an Edifl- ought to be Ratify'd, 
was introduced that Clauft, Mandate R^ts '-, 
which imported, That they did mt Ratifiejiich i 
an Edilt upon their own Judgment y bnt that ' 
they were avsr-rukd by the King's particul/tr 
Command. 

Afterwards an,ain came the (Arpz-f^o Mmdn- 
tOy and exrirejfilfimo Mundato Segis, according 
as they jxifled it with a greater Reluftancy, 
and greater Violcfnce had been offered to theirj 
Judgment. '^jji 

But Bcirry the Fourth, who had fougiMT* 
through aHOppofitions int6 his Kingdom, and 
had fiibdued to his Will all that had fac'd him 
in the Field, grew impatient, after fo great 
CbntraftSa to fmd his Relblutions crofi", ^d 
fcbntcited by Time Gowntnen j therefore, toiflft 
himfelf at onde of all thole verbal Frays and 
Formal^ries, made a Law, that thcixafter the 
Ki^rs i^ilj'ii'iOxM be Ratified and Enttlc^ated 
irpdj fi^t, without more formal Trifling 
and ■DifpLltc. 

Thus were thofe Remains of Soveraign 
Power, that had furviv'd in this dinurttffiive 
VarH.imcnt, baffled and' extind, without mticfi

TheBifhop of P^« and Clergy, the Courts 
of Juftice, and the City, (the Three Bodies 
of the greatefl; confideration and gravity) prt 
fented to him their leveral Kemonjlrmces. 

He (Difiembling being his Talent) took all 
kindly -, and to break their Difcontents,or di- 
vert them, he took fix Perfons out of each of 
their Companies, to be of his ordinary Coun- 
cil j in ftiow only, for in effeft he was ftill the 
^kmz. 

And amongit the profligate Rabble about 
the Court, there wanted not in the mean time 
a (brt of Wretches who made an Hubbub, and 
as formally declared their Deteftation and Ab- 
horence of their Practices that had importun'd 
the King with their Remonftrances , and 
caU'd it an unparalell'dViolation of their Duty.

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weotfofer, they cail'd it JiebelHon to Aiemion 
a FMiamevt. Nor was it f:range fuch Cattle 
then fliould be fhelterd about the Court, when 
a MuHntehank was fct up for Lord Chancellor, 
Taylors and Barbers ("Johan dc Doyac^ Olivier le 
dUble Mt le Dahi, &c.) the prime Mioiltcrs of 
State. 

This jarring agd mifunderftanding was fol- 
lowed by a CiviT War, which was calVd The 
PuhlickGood. Thisproduc'da P^r/iiiOTffs. And 
this parliament would no longer truft Lemi 
fingle with the Adminiltration of Affairs '■, but 
appointed him Thirty fix Commifiioners, (Cu- 
ratcttrs') to be his AlTiftants. However, ieii?//s 
Excellency lay in playing an After-game. 

In the War^h^ had fent to his Ally Mexander 
SforzA for Aid ; who retnrn'd him Anfwcr, 
that Men he had none to fpare, but would 
^veAdvice, whichihould beasefiedual; lb 
the Itdian advis'd him Always to agree -with his 
Ettemits tfptm atiy Conditions j and then find an ef- 
fortHnity to cut their Throats. According to this, 
Bodin ^leaks ofhim, Facem inire ^oaClnt efi^ 
fed eos omnes clam out t^erte^ faucii admodum ex- 
eeftis^ pecitndas CMravitffratrem fjKo^HeCarolum 
l~ wtntm. 

This is the Dexterity which Comines fo 
much labours to Glofs over, and fct a Coun- 
tenance upon ; thefe the Belles ABions, and the 
i^tjfef which the Modem French lb much Ce- 
lebrate 
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lebrate ar this day, all is copyed from this O- 
liginal. 

Perpiries and Poilbns were his ordinary 
Arms, yet none fo Devout, none foSuperftl- 
tious, none made the like Largefles to the 
Church. But his MaiTes and Pilgrimages did 
always portend fonie ftrange horrid Murder- 
about to be executed. 

Thefe were but perfotial Vices; his cajoling 
the Citizens, and affefted Gallantry to tlidr 
Wives, was politick enough.

- Though in Germany the Condition of their 
Parliaments is -not altogether fo deplorable 
and defperate ; yet of latter times there have 
not wanted lufty Endeavours by Force and by 
Artifice to deftroy them. 

Right and Wroi^ are ever the lame, but 
-Times and Manners vary Faces very much. 
One while, inftead .(rfail other feaail? fojcB 
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Crime, it was fufficient that the Law cenfut'd 
it with an immbe fdium. To fay he that 
does fo, or fo, is to blame, was more cfleftual 
and coercive in thofe Satumitm days, than are 
Racks and Gibbets with us. 

Radamanthus hUway of adminljiringjHftice in 
atl Ca/tfes between Party and Party^ iPJ* iy fta- 
ting them both to their Oaths, and determining^ 
their Sight accordingly. 
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Tfcif, iays PlatOy was a froper apd rtaJy 
in that Age, when every Body woifojfejfed with 
Fear of God. But, lays he, this would not 
now in our times, when fame makf it a quefiim 
whether there be a God or no j others make a doubt 
whether God regards what we do on Earth \ mofi 
and the worfiofMen have a conceit, thatthoKgh 
there be a God, that they can fadfie him with their 
vile Adulations , their Mummeries and thtir 
Majfes ; fo that they may be JtiU as IVicked at 
they fleafc. 

Therefore, iays he, when Mens Opinions art 
chan£d, the Laws alfo muft be chang d , foTy 9- 
thervpife, if our Judges now were to make Rada* 
manthus their Precedent, wefhojild all be over head 
and ears in Perjuries. 

The like may be obferv'd ia relation to 
Soveraigns. In old time at firft t' 
only a liftiple Confidence betwixt I 
their People. And never were Kin^ 
(erv'd, as then when they had no Bounds. 
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Afterwards , the Misbehaviour of fomc 
Princes introduced that Check of a Coronation 
Oath. And where 'that is the only Check, 'tis 
an argument they had never yet been tainted 
with the Atheifm and Infidelity, which PUta 
mentions ; but had continually liv'd and rul'd 
■with that Simplicity and Religious Fear,' C> 
memorable in thofe days when Mims and Ra- 
Aam^thus were King and Chief-Jiiftice of 
Crete. 

amde Seifde reckons feveral Refraim^ Bri* 
dles,'that curb the French Kings. But now 
when the OU Parliamem Is obfolete, this would 
be remarkt upon, as a gracelefs unmanner- 
ly Metaphor, in the refined Language.

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At the length, when the Venetians found 
that neither the finiple Thtfi was lacred, nor 
the Coronaticn-^ath inviolahJej nor the exem- 
plary Ptinifhment effeflnal to contain their 
Frincc within tlie hounds that werc^nfiftent 
with a Free-Peopfle ^ they concluded tliat die 
PuWJck Safety could not be luffidently provi- 
ded for, and fecured agamft thei;^- Prince, till 
they firrlijt hioi of all theReaiity jqidSuhftancc, 
leaving him barely the Formalities and Trap-, 
pings, and empty Shadow of Sovereignty. 

Now to come to the Germans ^vvhaXC^ts 
3hifts other Pteople have been put to^ to main- 
tain their Liberty, they (it Ihould fecm) ne- 
ver trufted the Sovcraignty out of their oiwn 
Bands.

In the puhlick Ordinances gnd Receps,tvi' 
ry thing from him are (tiled Precepts and Cjm- 
mands ; from the States merely Obedience and 
Prayers, though he cannot wag a Finger with- 
out fheir Confcnt. 

They every w?here fpeak of, and own in 
him a Fulnefs of Power, vcHncomnisahcit. And 
this they give aifo to the King of the Roma;n 
at the fame time :, to fiiow the Emptincfs and 
Vanity of it. As both are cali'd Heads of 
the Empire, though the latter has no Power 
at all, during the Empcror^s Life. 

They and theWorld falute hitn by the Title 
of Imperial Majelly. And the German Style 
win not allow Majcfty to any other Kings ^ 
di« Kmijiflicher IVvrde, not die K"iiiiiglicher 
iMJiVjtheKing'sWor/hip, notMaj;(ty. 

Yet after all, <^ne^ Sylvius fays, i.t Germ. 
c 43. Imperaierem, & Rejem, & Domlnum 
vtjirttm effe fateamini^ prccario tamen Hit im- 
ftrttre videdtr^ nulla ejus fotejlas efi. 

TheShadoiv and Flottrifh only were in the 
Efflptror ^ but the Jura Majejtatii^thc lit Im- 
ferii, the Elfentials of Majelly were always 
reftrvM and exercis'd by the Common AfTeni'- 
Wy, as by the Particnlar? may more plainly 
appear. 
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I- One of the Rights of Soveraignty is to 
be ahrve the LrfiP, and to give Laws to tbe 
People. 

Neither of ihefc Royalties belong to tbe 
Emperor i he may be call'd to account for 
violating the Laws. In the Golden Bvily the 
Forms a-nd Proceedings againlt him are ilated. 
'Tis there faid to be the CuJhem, and accor- 
dingly fettled and agreed for Law^ that the 
Eleftors may Impeach the Emperor, in the 
~ .Mlembly of the States ■■, and the Count Pala- 
tine of tbe Rh^e, aChiefEleiftor, Is to be the 
Prefident or Judge. 

For the Legifiation-, or making hasos, the 
Emperor propofes, the States are free which 
Propofitions they will proceed upon. When 
an A^ U to be pafedf the EUilors have fix Votes, 
the Princes fix, the Cities two, the Enaeror has 
but one (the laft) Vote. Without a Majority 
he can do nothing : They can Decree without 
him if he is abfent. The Ordinances are to 
be confirm'd by his Seal and Subfcription i 
but if the States perfift, he mult of necefiity 
comply. Even Charles the Fifth in vain con- 
teilol that point, as may be feen in Sleidm 1. 4* 

Thefe Saniftions are regularly fubfcribed 
by Ci/*-, and by forae of the States for the 
Empire ■, and are Enrolled (at Mentz.) in the 
Chancery of the Empire. The feveraljWew 
pfrsofthe States are fworn to be true to the 
Er^enr

Wmlelf to the Romtm Catholicks, he makes 
their Caufe and Concern his own. It' was 
itherefore agreed and concluded , that the 
~^atti only mould determine in matters of Re- 
jim-f and that with a tender hand, in ana- 
inicableway only. *

The Common Pleas were tryed by the Bm- 
peror, and attended his motion, till by the ■ 
Increafe of the Suits, that Judicature was no 
longer fufficient, the Judges grew corrupt, 
ana many other Inconveniencies appearing, 
the States, in their AlTembly at Framkford^ An. 
1489. ordereda place certain for the Decifion 
of thofe ordinary Caufes ■■, whereupon the Im- ^ 
perial Chamber at Sfiret was ereded. 

All the Proctfs and Deircts of the ( 
ran in the Ern^eTor's Name, and are under I 
S«al -, and it is call'd C^efar^i Court. But it "] 
•l&eairdthe Cmr$cf the Empire. 

The Emf>ir$r only Named the Frefitknt % 
the States were the reft of the Jiulges appc 
ted 1 the other Oflkers of the Court by cl^ 
. Eleftor of Mentz.^ Arch-Chancellor of it 
Empire. 

The Statei likcwife execute the Sratenee. 
They Vifit and Reform the Court by their 
Com- 
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Comminioners ; and to theft nftiors are the 
Afgtdsy not to the Emptrer. 

Yet feme voluatary References that Were 
made to the Emfmr and his Prvvy-Coumil, and 
to their Arbitration, gave them opponumt#

can be done without the Affimbly of the Statgs. 
Nor is the Emfertr trufted with the Money in 
has Exchequer ; the StMts keep it till it be em- 
ploy'd J they have their fcveral Treafiiries. 

Sometimes the feveral Circles keep their 
refpeftive Money ; fometimes a pitblick Tred- 
yuiy is agreed upon, and one or move pfemitif;

On a Common Account, where the ( 
cern is general, the States mnft be Confiiltei 
and nothing can be done without their C ' 
fent and Approbatbn. 

The Eletiers are in Pofleflion, and ExerO 
a particular Soveraignty in lome Points M 
greatelt Moment They are the Trufiees and 
RtprefentMvves of the whole Emprcy m their 
f/effwMofthe Emperor. And hereupon they 
undertake likewife to loofen his Power, or 
tye it up (hort i^ and make what Capitulati- 
ons they pleafe with him. And thereby 
would aJTume to themfelves more than the 
other States will be ever contentto allow them. 

But the Emperor fiitgly, befides the Name» 
and Pomps, and enipty Titles, has very little 
otthe Subftantial Soveraignty entrufted with 
him. The 



The Imefriture of the great fic/i beloiii^s to 
to him. This is a Prerof^atjve goodly in fliow, 
*ndw€reof moinenr, could he lay any Con-

So that here the States are not fubjeS to 
that Impofition which the Komm Senate once 
fofier'd undgr Tarquinius Prifcm, who created 
an hundred new Senators, to the end he m^W 
be fure of a Court-party, by his Creatures, 
and have a Majority of Votes in the Houfe. 

In flwrt, the Germans feem to have obferv'd 

.the Kule ia Politicks, That he who is the moft 

e high 
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high in Name and Digmy ^ fliould in red 
Power be the lealt confiderable. 

Yet in the laft Age, the States gave way to 
feveral Innovations , which prov'd of mif- 

chievous confequence afterwards. ■ j 

It had accidentally been the Cuftom for tfifi" 
AjfemUy of the Stares, to lend for the Emftror ' 
to come to them upon occafion ■■, fo Hincmar 
tells us of Charles the Great, Kogaru ipfirum 
in Concilium veniebatj tpwtiejhmipie vohmas ejfet 
ut ad COS veniret j fimiliter eptoepie {juanto Jfocto 
volviffent, cum as amjifieret, &c. Ep. 3. c. 35. 
"Upon their Mejfages to him , he came to the 
j4lfemhly, ai of en as they had a mind hefiiould 
come fp them j and in like manner he fitted Jo long 
■with them as they defired. And this Cuftom 
continued, as may be (een in Lehem. I. 7. c. 80. 
and V. 1 1 3. till under Maximilian. And then 
the Statei began to go to the Emperor. 

This Maximilian likewifc, upon pretence of 
fudden occafions that admitted not delays, 
Would now and then be a&ingfingU., and 11- 
, fiirping in fcvcral partiailavs the Power that 
'of. right could only be excrcifed by the 

Therefore the States^ An. 1 500. to take off 
thefc pretences, and prevent all Attempts of 
this kmd, and partly, peradventurc, for their 
ownEafe, ftbftituted in their abfence ■a 
CoAimiti.ee, which they call'd the Reigment^ and 
the 
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the Members Regent j. This Regiment was an 
Epitome of the whole Empire, and was en- 
dued with all the Powers and Sovereignty ac- 
cordingly. 

It confined of Tmnty Perfons, who were 
choierioutofleveral Orders of theSt*ircj ; and 
took an Oath to be true to the Emperor, and to 
the Empire. 

The Emperor^ or his Proxy, was their Pre- 
iident, but left this might give too great ad- 
vantage to the Emperor^ an Elettor was added, 
as Joynt-Prefident with the Emperor^ or his 
Tfoxy. 

No Perfbn of dependence on, or particular 
Obligation to the Emperor^ was capable of be- 
■^ a Member.

The Emperor had no more Vote than any 
one of the Tisenty Regents j nor could dei 
terraine ought, unlefs the Majority were for 
him. 

^TheIe were not fimply to confult, but had 
: Executioa alfo. 

This Conftitution held for Ibme years. 

And then the Anvsd jijfemhly returned, and 
refiimed their Power, and aacd again. But 
incafeof fudden neceffity left another expe- 
dient for the Emperor. They Conftitute for 
llim a CouncUi confifting of Eight Perfons , 
G 2 Four 
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t^oiir chofen by the EU^ars, and Four by the 
other Statei. Thefe were iWorn to be true to 
the Ernprar and to the Empire, Seweren der 
Keyfcrlicherj A^ajcfiat utid dem heUigen fetehi£t^ 

But ChMes the Fifth coming to Reign, btf 
Was npbn the new Model itnmedtatcty. Hq 
reftor'd the F.-girnent, but the Condilieasat^B 
together different. 

Now it confifted notofTTWw^, but Ti^ei^^ 
ivTB Fcrfons. He, as Emfnory would hiV8 
Two l^otes added , thereby in eficft to be 
Mailer of five Votes ; Two as Emperor^ O 
?} Pr-cftdent, One for Aufinx^ and One i 
Sur^icndy, 

The former Regiment might, according ftj 
the Old Cuftom , lend for the Emperor to 
^riie lo theiti. Now it was otdtr'd ttat 
Cy*: ifitght call them to whatplac^hehada 
fnind. 

Formerly if the Em^ror came not, they 
might proceed without him ■■, now^ C^smtUs 
the Fifth forbad them to make Lugius and 
jiUitaicci, or do ou^ht in his abfence. The 
0^/j wasalter*d, and the Members were only 
Sworn to the Emperor^ and faid to be the 
Council of the Emfefor ; whcl-efls the former 
>vas caOed the Council ofth Erttprc.

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^* In the former Conftirution, tlic Eiffl-o*-, in 
p the name of the Empire, fubfcribed their Or- 
dinances ; here, with the Bhtlor's Subfcripd-

■ In Ihort, the former was GonftiEuted by 
the States, and entrulted with their Power, 
to be a Check upon the Emperor:, this was 
formed by Cafar, to quiet the People, and 
entertaifl them with a Show, whilft he the 
more iirfenfibly made his Advances to invade 
their ancient Rights, and ufurp all the Power 
ito'hisown hands. 

The next pi-ojea in cafe of Efflcrgeneies, 
Was the A^emhly of the Deputies. This con- 
flfted of the Six EleEiors., Six other Princes^ 
and Two Cititi ; to which were after added 
f«w Frintes more. This continued tlU jlit. 
:tfofi. with fome effeft. Afterwards it proT'd 
'^ Jittle confequence. Court -artifice prevai- 
ig, and the Ferdinands found a way to ma- 
:ge the Depuriesy and renderthem as unpro- 
fitable to the Pubhck, as Charles the Fifth 
liad made the Regtimnt. 

The ftcond Ferdinand called what Deputies 
e knew would Vote for him, the reft he ex- 
ided, and fapply'd their place with others, 
iio he underftood were entirely at his devo- 
fcon, as he told my Lord Dighy^ Ambafladour 
Vi^hhim, Arm- \6l\-Lwdorp. Tom- !• 

ApioDeJfc_ 
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AmongH tdefe Projects, may be mentioned 
the Council of the Emperor^! Court, and the Prhy 
Council. There a'P), r'lat they might Jhow as 
ifthe Empire hsrl rhc Interell in them, were 
at the firlt fwom to Tht Elcftor of Mentz.^ as 
-Arch-Chancellor Kif t\\t Empire. Which 'Oath 
came after ibrae time to be'omitted. 

Thus we have (eeen thit theCi(/?i>w»of the 
Empw was to have a yc.trly j^fimhty^ thefcat 
the end of tlieir St^lT;o!i i?Uvays appointed the 
Time and Place for rheir next Mcetina- If ne- 
cetTity fcr them fooner,then was the Emperorto 
call an j^jfenhly extraoidinary ; which hap- 
penning frequently, the Sums for their caie 
appointed the Regiment, and other Expedi- 

CUti. 

This gave a Pi-efiHrnt for the Emfwrow to 
devife fomething of ihe like Nature, which 
they might more eallly pervert to their own 
Arbitrary Intcreft and Advantage. If it have 
but the Name or Refemblance , the People 
look no farther^ they fee not into the Trick 
^d Secrets of it ^ they are led by the Ap- 
pearance fo long, till they are paft recovery, 
and DO way is left them for a Retreat. 

And indeed the Emperors of the lafb Age 
cealed to deal bona fide i the old German Hone- 

fty wore out ofFafbion, and they no longer 
treated on the fquarc with their People. 
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Artifice and juggle came in place m the 
days of Charles the Fifth, began to get a fpc- 
cious Appellation, and be nam'd ( forlboth ) 

deafen of Scate. 

But more efpecially, fince the Jefuits there 
have refined upon the Court-Sophiftry, and 
minc'd away all the old Remains of Morality 
and Confcience ; for the Jefuits could the 
worft of all other, endure thefe lame mixe 
Governments. 

They would have the Pyramid inverted, and 
the whole ftrefs of things reft upon one fingle 
Leg, that their Art might play the more free- 
ly, and they the more cleverly trip it down. 
This broad-bottom'd Menarchy^ and Govern' 
mentfoupded on the Pemle, puts them to other 
Meafures ; a Dofe of Poifon, or confecxated 
Dagger, will not do the work. They muft 
here go about and about, make flow Ap- 

S roaches, ripen a Plot of many yeai"s, and 
raw a long Concatenation of Intrigue, e'g: 
they can think to compafs their Defign. 

When the Comvwnwealth has but one Neck, 
the Jefuit will have it under his Girdle j if not, 
one Blow does the feat, and his Dexterity is 
admirable. \ 

Therefore in Germany the Jefuits have lefi; 
no Stone unturned, for their Part, to bring 
th^ Sovcraign Power from the StAtes to 'the 
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Emftror. And to thac end of late times the 
fwptfroj- (whether by their Influence upon'his 
Councils or DO, is not our enquiry) has em- 
ployed all the undue Praftices, and ftt all En- 
gines a-work, to render the Puhlick ylfemhly 
ufelefs, burthenlcme and odious to the People. 

On this Foot,CaTC has be«i ta^ken that lome 
VexMioM Tux ftiould be the only Refuh and 
Conclufion of every SefGon ; Aid *^««/ fW 
TwJ, was a conftant perpetual Prcteno: •■, Mf 
«ey the Head of all his Propofals, Msnty tiie 
Efi^a and Subltance of al! his Speeches. This 
Affiir once adjufted , other Debates were 
out of doors, GrkvoKccs not then loager to be 
touch'd upon, but all adjourn'd to another Sel- 
fitfn. Befides the mifchievous Devices to em- 
broU the Scutes amongfl: themlelves, and turn 
all their heat upon fruitlefs Diiputes and AJ- 
tcrcatiorist 

In the fecond Place, the ElcSioral CoBe^ 
have not been too feir in their Refpefts to the 
D^er.Thefe could becontent that betwixtCt/^r 
and themfclves all the Matters of the StMti 
inight"be tranfafted-And fometimesaccording- 
iyftretch'd a Text of the GdcUnBttU to ftrve 
a turn i and collogued with him, that he again 
wight be Gomplalfnt to them ^ til! that a' 
mongfl; them the Puhlick Patrimony^ and Com- 
mon Righty and Prerogatives of the Empire be- 
ttmeengroft in a few Hands, and were made 
^iSpoil to their unrealbaable Ambitlen.

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K Thtfc Ble^ars iniifl every one, under his 
Hand and Seal, fignific their Conient to the

They got to thcmfelve^. the making of the 
Emperor. And now in eficS: the States cannoc 
Meet without their Order. 

Tllcy were wont to be reckoned ^x Ele- 
^ors., to fome pnrpofts Stveti., afteivrarfs 
Eight, now they make Nine-, biit Txfcre 
they fill up the Number of the RoniAii Dectm- 
ifirij they will do well to remanber their 
Fate. Thefe Ten (a3 Livy tells us) having 
gGtflll ftie Siiprerac Authority for a Tiiiic In- 
to tlteir hands, that they might reign aljfo- 
lute, took an Oath together never to caH the Com- 
monCouncil. Yet their Tyranny held not long- 
This Cheat would not down with the Old 
_ Homuns \ but, with a general Indignatiun, 
rhef brake over the Forms and Captivity of 
the Letter, forrhat old L^w In Homer,

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their lb Ancient and Fundamental Vrerogatiife* 
One Principal Gaufe (araongft many otbcn) 
has been their Differences aboitt Relinan^ 

For the Proteftants being lure to be out- 
voted in the Diet, think they can barter 
with Cafar for better Conditions. And are 
therefore well enoue^h content that theTw 
(y Affemhly be negleded. 

In a word, the German Diet is ftillonthc 
feme foot, rather incumber'd, and clogg'd, 
and puzzled, than deftroy'd. 

Th^ Parliament of France (eems quite an-r 
tiquated and fubdu'dj theGboft and Sha- 
dow of the Defimd has appeared three or 
four times flnce Lewis the Eleventh. Bat to 
revive that Afembly in its full and pcrfbft 
Vigour, requires a Miracle like the Rcfur- 
reaion- 

So that in elTedb, we may datf the Deflxiic 
of Parliamentary Soveraignty in France^ ftoill 
Lewis the Eleventh ^ and the Decay of that 
in Gvrr^any from Charles the Fifth. 

It is in England onely, that the Jneietty 
Generous^ and Manh Government fiinnveS) 

and continues in its Original Liiftre and Perr J 
feftion. 



Were therie not fbmething in that Saying 
pi the Emperor Maximilian'^ Hbal the Freni 
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.Biflf is a Kirf of Affet i yet iiowcver tha 
fimicifffrfrf, on which ihe fjv»c/j (b value 
themfelves, is but, in plain Englijh^ a Ligh- 
vefs of Humovr^ by which they are cafily pi- 
ped into any New Mode of Government. 

But oar EngUJIj Anccftors have always been 
a more Steady Principle, more wife, aud 
)re weigh'd, than lo ddnce after their Po- 
icks. 

The Reformation of Religion leaves no room 
at our Court, for Jefuitical Infcdion, fo fa- 
tal to the German!. 

Nor, on the other hand, have we yet any 
Smfi Guards, or Lmiffes for our Kings. Ours 
3)ave ftill been true Engli^ Original^ no Copies 
^"im the French. 
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Mtmtt Charu, inftcad of being fuperan-' 
nnated, renews and recovers its Priftine 
Strength and Atiiletick Vigor, by the Petition 
of Rights with our many other Exflanatory 
or Declaratory Statutes. And the Annual Par- 
liament is as well known to our Laws, as 
ever it had been famous amongft the Cuftoms 
ot- France and Germany. 

I have not formally anfwered many Ob- 
jedions that might be ftart^d j nov much 
regarded the fingle Inllances of fome Hillo- 
rians; and perhaps may be judged Lame in 
feveral Partiailars that I have flighted.

Homer reckons it Bnrhurity in the 
Degree remotelt from all things of Cjod and 
Goodnefs, and a Cydopean Prrfumptiotij to rule 

without Parliaments. 

Old Heftod, in his homely way, gives an 
Enigmatical Reproof to thofe Kin^s that 
would be grafping all, and become fo abfo- 
lute, 

as if he had (aid, Thefe FeoU know hoi hov 
math more HJf « than the Whole '■, and that a. 
Shoulder of Aiuttoti-, ivitb the Love of the Peo- 
fUj is more worth than the Ragaiifisy and the 
/iaurgeufij^ and all the French Kickjham vehat- 
foever. 

Plato tells us, that even in j4fia, they wiio 
performed any great Achievments, or en- 
larged the Empire, were thofc (as the grand 
Cyrwy for example) who ilackened the Pre- 
rogative, and admitted the People to a Ihare in 
the Government.

He ( forfooth ) was hors du 
fage \ he wanted not to be Icdj he was paft 
an Infant V and a loud Out-cry he made a- 
gainft the unmannerly, clump-fifted, bump- 
kin Parliament. But when the Bien Pttblicpte

bringing about his Dcfign openly and direft- ■ 
ly, he compafi'd it, in effeft, by tlighting i 
the Militia, and laying his Projed of a Stmdt 
ding Army. 

In England we have nlfo heard of Minioovl 
and MiftrcfTcs, and Cabals; and have ha4'J| 
unhappy Princes. But the Lxws and OldCu-\ 
fiamf of the l^ind, the Generofity of the Peb* 
pie, and the Genius of the Nation, have (til! 
prevailed, and been too ftrong for all their

And it may be hoped, we fliall never £b fsr 
give Way, and beguU'd by Jefuitieal Artifice, 
as ta fiad another Divi^air in RHipm amoagft 
us, that may favour their Defigns a"^i ^'^~ 
der other Names , do their Work as carr- 
pleaily. 

YoH need not be caution''d to diftingniJh 
FIm9 the Divine, from Pi^o the Philofopher. 
Poets and Divines, you know, have a parti- 
cifter way of Expi-efibn, and give their 
Thoughts a Turn different from that of othea 
People. They attribute every thing to- C'o^ 
tho the whole Operation and Train of Caufes 
and Proceedings be never fo natural and 
plain before their Face; the Imfl3:fls they 
make are oftcQ taken, in the grofleft Senie, 
and worftiipped by the Vulgar,, and many 
times- the Siatefitutnjs wiUin^to cortixibute to 
1 z tStiXL 
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their Idolatry. Hence it comes, that for ttw 
Perpiois^ Zoroafier was faid to receive his Law 
from Httromafn \ Trtfrnegifius^ for the <iMgy 
tiansj froiH Merairy; A^finas^ for the Crttm 
from Jitfiter ■■, CharoTtdoi, for the CaTtbagimms^ 
from Saturn ; hycurgm^ for the Lactdemoniaits, 
from j4^ofo i J)/«rp and So/ow, for the Athem- 
Ms, from Mintrva ; Numa Pompiliuy^ for the 
Rom-ins J from t/£^(:r(« ; Xamolxts-, for the Sgi^^ 
ffcwn/, from Kf/ii ; and all thefe as truly, ai* 
Mahomet had his Alcarun from the Angel G*i 
hrlcl. 

This fort of Doftrine went current enoui^ 
whilfl: Monkery and Ignorance fat In the Chair , 
but now, in an Age of Hijiory and Hummt 
Reafon-, thofe blind Traditions go hardly down 
with us- So that Jure Divim at this day makes 
but a very litigious Title. 
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Nor was it confiftent with the Brevity ol. 
a Letter, to obferve minutely how long the 
Remains of the Roman Domination continued 
amonglt us \ as, namely. That the Roman was 
the onely Authentick Language ^^ for Judidal 
Matters, in Germany^ till the lleign of RudUfh 
the firft, about the Year 1 287. in England til! 
Edward the Third, in France till Francit the 
Firlt. - 

But in Chtcrch-Affkirs, the old Mark of 
Slavery is not yet worn OiF; the Spiritual Em' 
ftrer will remit nothing, he (till holds his Vaf- 
fals to the Roman Tengue-,^_^yzn in Divine Ser- J 
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■vice\ onely m Enfjund^ and where ^f/orm«- 
r/on hs^ prevailed, th;s, with the other Ap- 
piirtencnccs of Rum.m Bondage^ arc no longer 
neccflary. 

Nor is it pro-pei', in this general Draught, 
to refiefr on ail the feveral Steps, and little 
Difpofitions to ChanE!;e, in each Nation. As 
how fomctimes a pr^ke has prevailed again/t 
the Form md Letter \ fomctimcs the Form of 
Words has been nccellary, bnt the PraHicc pb* 
iblcte. The Ufe in Cemrnijfiuns of the Phraie, 
four tnjouyr tant eji^il nous flaira^was not known 
in France tjU Lemii the Eleventh try'd its Vir- 
tue i which occafioned their ParUament, ^4mo 
1 4157. to ordain that, notwithftanding the 
Ciaufe tattt quit nous piairnj Offices Ihould not 
be voidj fave only by Death, Rejignation^ or 
Forfeiture J as Pafquier in his Kecherclies informs 



But perad venture, (Ince it has been fo much 
controverted of late amongit us, If^ba are the 
Three Efiatesf and the Word occurring ib fre- 
quently in the German Tongue^ you may expeci; 
^bme Account who they be, that have the 
Name of States in Germany. 

They exprefs the word States in their own 
Language, and call them Stands and Rekhs- 
fiandsy becaufe, lays Goldaflus , the Empire 
ftands and refts upon them, as upon its Bafi^ 
and Pillars.

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^c antiquity, potoerano 

lliofearcfaid to be Brands-, who have the 
Right to Sit aud K"*c in the ComrrwK Affimbly 
of the Empire. Hi qiiidem fiarm, Reichs- 
^ands aifellantur^ idea, t^itodfietUTn (5" kcum vo- 
trntdi C^ Jedendli/i ComittM Im^rii habertf^ hoc

In Germany how the Government has been 
Shar^, and wiw have had a Rigfet-of f-oting 
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in old Times, we may learn from what has 
"before been Cited out of Tacit m ; the Kex^ the 
Privcifesj and the Omties, denote the Thrte 
States, who had their feveial Shares, and Right 
of f^otin^ in the Government. 

The fame Diftinftion continued ftill under 
the Weftern Empire. Hincmar^ at xheyearly 
jijfemblyjOTgenerale placitum under ChaTlemdn, 
does comprehend all under the Terms ofSen'f 
ores and M'mores- So that the Smperor, the 
Seniors, and the CommoTiSi feemto have been* 
the Three States.

fair, was, the Innovation that happened in 
.Frederic the I hiM his time : for whereas for- 
merlya ProcUmatiou was wont to be ilTiied out, 
forfummoningthe v^emfc/vj whereupon, De- 
U£Hexfin^ulisCivitxTtbus, fays Aymeium from 
tvery Towtt and City were cholen the Sar^ejfts 
and Cititxtis to go their Refrefentatives to the 
Affembly- Now lb many,griev'd at the Charge, 
' neglefted the Pi-oclaiTiations, thatofteudmes 
the yijfembly conld not proceed for vvani of a 
competent Nnmber of Members. Where- 
fore Frederic let the Proclamation alone, 2iid 1 
inftead thereof, fent particular Letrers to the 
fevcral Towns ; and heaceforwar;" none took 
themfelves obliged to attend, who had !iot 
■Letters direfted to them- Many of the poorer 
Towns were glad to be exciifed, and private 
Gentlemen left off going: fo tii-it within a 
little time the Government was bioLi.',ht into a 
few Handsj and every day rendred lets and left 
Popular. Thole Cities that prcferved their 
Share in the Government, and Right of yo- 
ting, by continuing to fend their Reprefema- 
rives to the AJfembly, are now therefore called 
Imperial Cities. 

Although the EUftord Princes had a Name, 
much iboncr, yet were they 11:111 one and the 
iame State with the other Prifices^ till und^r 
this FrederiCfia the Diet at Fr^ikford^j4n.i4'>>-i.

Geifilicher and H^f/f/^fcer, Ghoftly and Worldly
